' During the week ending the 1st March, 1947, in British 
-India and in the Indian States shown in this statement, 
Khe total number of deaths reoorded in 225 towns hiving 
i pqpulation of 30,0 Hi and over was 9,418. The mil-year 
istimated population of these towns was 29,013,158 and the 
death rate was 18’4 per thousand of the population. Births in 
the same towns numbered 14,899 giving a birth rate of 29-1 
per thousand of the population. In British India alone 
the obrresponding birth and death rates were 29- 1 ana 18 '4 
per tjhoasand of the population respectively. 

(A) British Inlia . — In British India B mares was the only 
town whioh had a high death rate of 63 ■ 6 per thousand 
of the population. This was mainly due to deaths from 
fevers and respiratory diseases.

During the week ending the 8th March 1947 in British 
India (excluding Nor' h-West Frontier Provinoo) and in the 
Indian States snow, i i - this statement, the total number of 
deaths recorded in 212 towns having a population of 30,000 
and ove, was 8,296. The mid-year estimated population of 
these towns was 25,736,714 and the death rate was 16.8 per 
thousand of the population. Births in the same towns 
numbered 1 1 ,059 giving a birth rate of 24 • 2 per thousand of 
the population. In British India alone the corresponding 
birth and death rates were 23 • 9 and 16 ■ 6 per thousand of 
the population respectively. 

(v4) British India.— The following towns in British India 
returned a death rate of 50 or over per thousand of the 
population. 

Nagpur Oivil Station (64 • 3) and Benares (56 '8) 

The high death rate in Nagpur Civil Station wae to a consi- 
derable extent due to deaths fro n fevers and respirator! 
diaoaros. Th > high death rate in Benares was mainly due to 
deaths from fevers, respiratory diseases and plague.
